New Bow Onto 
Carrier Wasp 


BAYONNE, N. J., (AP) — The 


navy decided today to replace the 
collision shattered bow of the air- 
craft carrier Wasp with one from 
its sister-ship, the carrier Hornet. 


.Q. 
As the gigantic repair job got 


underway on the drydocked Wasp, 
a navy board of inquiry met to be- 
gin a probe into the mid-Atlantic 
collision of the carrier and the de- 
stroyer-minesweeper Hobson. The 
lives of 176 Hobson crewmen were 
lost in the disaster. 


A navy spokesman said the time 


element was the chief factor be- 
hind the decision to graft the Hor- 
net's bow onto the Wasp.

"It Is easier to fit one already 


shaped than to start from scratch," 
the spokesman said. 
"Since the 


Hornet was in mothballs and is 
not yet ready for active duty we 
can take our time replacing Its 
bow."

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Price stabilizer Ellis Arnall 
;oday asked congress 
to 


hange the Capehart amend- 
ment quickly and prevent 
'unwarranted increases" in 
prices of food and other cost- 
of-living items. 


Arnall said that unless the law- 


makers act he will be compelled 
o boost ceilings because of a court 
decision that the amendment ap- 
plies to all distributors. 


The Office of Price Stabilization 
las been operating on the basis 
hat it applied only to processors 
and manufacturers of goods and 
o sellers of services. 


Can Boost Ceilings 


The amendment, sponsored by 
enator Capehart (R-Ind) and add- 
ed to the controls law last year, 
termits ceilings to be boosted by 
adding all increased costs up to 
ast July 26 to pre-Korean prices. 


Arnall's views were set out in a 
etter to the senate and house 
ianking committees which handle 
ontrols legislation. 
He told them the effect of the 
ourt decision may be '/disastrous 
o effective price stabilization." 


The letter was written as OPS 
fficials disclosed substantial hikes 
n food prices, ranging from one to 
everal cents a package on a long 
st of items, may be approved next 
>eek. 


Some to Cost More 


OPS officials said the impending:

Atomic Gun Called 'Devastating' 


Sec. Pace Says 
Weapon Marks 
New Era in War 
Gives Field Troops 
'Finger-Tip* Fire 
Power, He Claims 
NEW YORK—(AP)—An 


atomic gun developed by the 
U. S. army was described last 
night as an accurate and dev- 
astating weapon, providing 
field commanders with tre- 
mendous "finger-tip" fire 
power—and heralding a hew 
era in the waging of war. 


The description or this country's 


first atomic artillery weapon—a 
gun that call "hit its target under 
any weather conditions and give 
ground troops the kind of devastat 
ing close support never before 
available in warfare"—came from 
Army Secretary Frank Pace. 


Describes Weapon 


Pace said the new weapon "is 


essentially an artillery piece—but 
with immeasurably greater power 
than any artillery hitherto known." 


Such atomic weapons," he add- 


ed, eventually will bring "signifi- 
cant changes" in the army's tradi- 
tional mission of closing with and 
destroying an ene/ny. 


Pace's claims for the weapon 


came in a speech before a meeting 
of the National Wool Manufactur- 
ers Association. 


Pace gave this picture of the 


gun: 


It weighs about 75 tons but Is 


highly mobile and is carried on a 
platform suspended between two 
engine cabs at its front and rear. 


It can travel at a speed of about 


35 miles per hour on highways. It 
can travel cross-country. It can 
fit into a landing ship designed for 
amphibious operations. 


Pace also said that in addition to 
tactical" atomic bombs 'being de- 


veloped for use by aircraft, this 
country also is developing atomic 
artillery which can outrange the 
gun-type weapon. 


This development, he explained, 


involves 
"guided 
missiles 
and 


rockets to receive atomic war- 
heads."

Dr. W. J. Bryan, managing di 


rector of the Rockford Municipal 
sanitorium told officers, directors 
and guests in the. Nachusa hotel 
that more "grass roots" effort 
must be made to combat tubercu- 
losis. 


Need Education 


"We have not carried the educa- 


tion to the grass roots," he told the 
group, meanwhile citing the fact 
that only 5,700 of the county's Ap- 
proximately 37,000 population took 
part in the free X-ray program 
last year. That figure, neverthc- 
less, ranked rather high in the 
state-wide averages. 


He blamed also the family doc- 


tors, whom, he said, have placed 
less emphasis on the treatment' of 
disease. He said that many physi- 
cians hustle their patients into in- 
stitutions and concentrate on other 
treatment of other diseases. 


Speaking on the ' topic, "Newer 


Trends in the Treatment of TB," 
Dr. Bryan, who is the attending 
clinician at the Dixon Public hos- 
pital, dispelled the myth that tu- 
berculosis is a disease of "young 
people." It occurs at all ages, he 
said, and emphasized that a pro- 
gram of once-a-year chest X-ray

Bookie Gross Asks Why High 
Officials Escaped Indictments 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Boss Bookie Harry Gross said today he did 


not understand why all the high ranking police officers he had named 
as accepting graft from him were not indicted last year by Brooklyn 
grand juries. 


Gross ended two and a half days 


of testimony against many police 
officers to whom he said he paid 
a million dollars a year to protect 
his 20 million dollar horse betting 
empire. 


Five policemen are on depart- 


ment trial for allegedly accepting 
graft. 


Gross criticized the 
office 
of 


Brooklyn District Attorney Miles 
F. McDonald, who smashed his 20 
million-dollar-a-year 
bookmaking 


ring in September, 1950. 


"I gave the district attorney 


testimony against men higher than 
these defendants," Gross declared. 


"If they weren't named in the 


indictments as co-conspirators, that 
isn't my fault. Maybe somebody 
got a piece of change." 


Gross apparently referred to the 


graft indictments on which 18 sus- 
pended or retired policemen went 
to trial in Brooklyn 
last • year. 


Gross' refusal to testify wrecked 
the criminal trial and also .wreck- 
ed the departmental' trial of a 
number of policemen. 


Gross has been sentenced to 12 


years for bookmaking and conspir- 
acy, and to a five-year term for 
contempt of court when he wreck- 
ed the graft trial of the 18 police- 
men.

that Dodd no longer was the', 
commander of the unruly pris-; 
on off the southeast tip of 
Korea. Van Fleet also ordered, 
an investigation of the inci- 
dent. 


Whether Dodd might be returned 


to his command after release was' 
not made clear by Van Fleet. He. 
said Dodd henceforth was talking- 
to the Reds as an Jndividual, not. 
as camp commander. 


New Commander 


The camp was placed under the- 


command of Brig. Gen. Charles F.] 
Colson "with full authority and 
command to handle the situation,"] 
Van Fleet added. 


Van Fleet declared he never' 


would give in to the Reds' "un- 
reasonable" demands for special 
privileges in return for the release 
of Dodd. 


One. thing that may be staying', 


the hand of prison authorities now 
Is that they do not know in what: 
tent or building Dodd'is being held. 


'While Dodd has sent, out written 
messages, and has talked by tele- 
phone, authorities have been un- 
abl* to trace the telephone lint. It 


Reds set up the phone lines them- 
selves. 


Van Fleet said other compound* 


on the sprawling island were quiet. 
About 80,000 Red prisoners' are b«- 
Ing held there. 


He emphasized that the Eighth 


Army had taken "sufficient action 
to make available all means nee* 
essary" to free Dodd, but did not 
amplify his statement. 


Files to Island 


The U.S. Eighth Army comman- 


der made his statement _after & 
flying trip to rebellious Koje, off 
the southern tip of Korea. 


Van Fleet was under orders from 


Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, su- 


preme allied commander, "to use 
whatever force is necessary" to 
free Dodd without delay. 


The 52-year-old Dodd has been a 


prisoner since Wednesday, when 
North Korean POWs seized him at 
the gates of a compound. 


Ridgway said the Communists 


were demanding "phones, permis-- 
sion to organize, writing paper and 
some other things" before they 
would release Dodd. 


The army released only meager 


details of the new rebellion of Koje 
and kept newsmen from going 
there. First announcement of the 
kidnaping came early today.

WASHINGTON—(AP)— Congres- 


sional leaders today planned early 
approval of military pay increases 
ranging from three dollars a month 
for privates and seamen up to {65 
for two-star generals and admir- 
als. 


The long Senate-House deadlock 


over the cost of living increases 
for S',2 million men and women 
in the armed forces and other uni- 
formed services was broken late 
yesterday. 


A Senate-House conference com- 


mittee agreed on a compromise 


measure providing.848 million dol- 
lars of additional pay for those in 
uniform or who have retired. 


It figures out to a i per cent in- 


crease in base pay and a 14 per 
cent increase in food and rental 
allowances. 


The compromise now must be ap- 


proved by both the House and Sen- 
ate before it goes to President Tru- 
man. 


One possible hitch still remains. 


The conference committee dropped 
a Senate proposal for $45 a month 
extra combat pay for all Korean 
veterans. Whether the Senate will 


accept the compromise without 
the combat pay provision remalni 
to be seen.

Small, Mobile Defense Force 
Is Wise and Easy on Budget 


Every sober-minded American recognizes that in build- 


ing adequate defenses this country is trying to steer a diffi- 
cult course between too little security and too heavy and 
lasting a drain upon, the economy. 


It is no contribution toward a .solution of this problem 


to hack away at the military and foreign aid budget reck- 
lessly. Nor is it any better to propose astronomical sums 
for defense and then declare they should be immune to the 
pruner's knife. 


What we are looking for in these times are genuinely 


constructive suggestions which show a full awareness of the 
basic dilemma. We are trying to avoid letting Joseph Stalin 


, conquer America and its allies either directly by military as- 


sault or indirectly through the bankruptcy of this nation. 


We got'such a proposal when John Foster Dulles and 


others recommended that instead of trying to defend every 
nook and cranny of the free world with foot soldiers, we 
create a highly mobile and powerful striking force to be held 
in strategic locations for swift dispatch to trouble zones.

This arrangement has obvious virtues both militarily 


and economically, since' it would impart great flexibility to 
defensive operations while saving large numbers of men who 
otherwise would be committed to widely stretched border 
defense. 


Now General Eisenhower has added another constructive 


thought. As reported in secret testimony given to a senate 
committee in his behalf by General Gruenther, his NATO 
chief of staff, Eisenhower believes that we should place our 
reliance upon a relatively small active striking force—backed 
up by a very substantial and highly effective reserve force. 


This proposal is in the same direction as the Dulles plan. 


Said Gruenther: "General Eisenhower's philosophy in meet- 
ing this (Russian) threat is that if we try to meet the So- 
viets division for division and plane for plane,' we are going 
to lose the battle from an economic viewpoint." 


This plan would avoid maintaining large, costly standing 


armies. It would avoid equipping them to the full with 
weapons which might easily be outmoded by the time a war 
began.

TIE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Chronic Prostate Infections 
Are Seldom Cured Rapidly 


The prostate is a small sex glanc 


which stores the seminal fluid. The 
openings into It are narrow so that 
it makes a particularly good place 
for germs to grow. Infections of 
this gland are usually divided into 
acute and chronic varieties. 


Acute prostatitis is often, but by 


no means always, caused by a 
germ called the gonococcus which 
is the cause of gonorrhea. How- 
ever, many organisms can grow 
in. this gland and mixtures of germs 
are frequent. Germs can invade 
the prostate along the urinary pas- 
sageways or can be carried there 
by the blood stream. 


The symptoms of acute infection 


of the prostate may be mild or 
severe. The most common ones at 
the beginning are disturbances of 
urination, such as burning, fre- 
quency, and dribbling. Pain or a 
feeling of fullness may or may not 
be present. 


During the acute stage absolute 


rest in bed and avoidance of strain, 
is necessary. The application of 
heat, alkalinizing the urine and 
drinking fluids freely also may be 
desirable. 


In the past this was about all 


which could be done at first, but 
now medicines, like the sulfas and 
penicillin, have been found valu- 
able in many cases. 


Chronic 
inflammation 
of 
the 


prostate is an extremely common 
condition and like the acute vari- 
ety, is sometimes, but by no means 
always, caused by the gonococcu*. 
Chronic prostatitis in hkely to be- 
come less common in the future as 
it often follows acute infection, 
which can now be treated with bet- 
ter chances of complete cure. 


Chronic prostatitis 
often 
pro- 


duces few If any symptoms. Some 
patients have only a small amount 
of pus. Others hav« urinary »ymp-

toms similar to those of the acute 
variety but not so severe. Local 
signs of prostate infection may be 
absent altogether, but the infec- 
tion may cause difficulties else- 
where in the body such as arthri- 
tis, neuritis, muscle pains or iritis. 
TREATMENT MAY BE LONG 


In order to make- an accurate 


diagnosis, .the prostatic secretion 
has to be obtained and examined 
under the microscope. This will re 
veal the nature of the trouble and 
,vhat germs are responsible. 


A long-lasting chronic prostatitis 


s difficult to cure. Treatment in 
eludes such methods as promoting 
drainage, - prostatic massage, heat 
applications and sometimes vac 
cines or treatment with drugs. 
Whatever treatment is followed, 
however, it may take a long time 
and be most discouraging. It is 
well, therefore, for someone with 
chronic prostatitis not to expect a 
rapid cure.

the cards, and then the fun began. 
North stated that South hadn't bid 
the hand strongly enough, that the 
game was unbiddable e*ven by ex- 
perts, and that South had been 
very lucky in the play of the cards. 
I probably 'needn't add that North 
is a lawyer and that he also plead- 
ed self defense and produced a 
witness to show that he was 200 
miles away when the hand was 
bid. 


"South is a simple man with a 


loud simple voice. He made It very 
clear that he thought North should 
have bid again. 


"Who is right?"

should have gone to two no-trump 
when South bid two spades. 


South's hand is limited in many 


ways. He didn't open the bidding 
to begin with. He didn't jump to

for an opening bid. He didn't even 
jump to three spades over two 
hearts. Nevertheless, he did bid 
two spades. 


The bid of two spades in this 


situation is a show of strength. 
South would pass two hearts with 
any really weak hand.

approval "on its decisive second 
reading last night. 
' 
The House of Assembly, control- 


led by Malan's Nationalist mem- 
bers, passed the bill 79 to 65 after 
a 30-hour debate marked by in- 
sults and threats as well as argu- 
ments and appeals. 


Second reading is approval of 


the principles of the bill. It now 
goes to a committee of the whole 
house for clause by claude debate 
of amendments, but Malan's ma- 
jority is strong enough to beat 
back crippling changes and pass 
It on the final, formal third read- 
ing. 


Will Create Court 


Specifically, the bill will create 


a parliamentary high court to de- 
cide constitutional issues in place 
of the'appeals court. South Afri- 
ca's present highest tribunal. 


Malan's admitted purpose is to 


make clear sailing for his major 
Jim Crow act, trimming the vot- 
ing rights of about 50,000 mixed 
blood colored persons in Cape Pro- 
vince. 
Their right to vote for 


white National legislators from the 
providence was guaranteed in the 
1909 constitution. 


Once Discarded 


The Nationalist prime minister 


pushed his voting law through par- 
liament once before. The appeals 
court threw it out last March 20 
on the grounds it violated the con- 
stitution. 


Another clause of the constitu- 


tion threatened with repeal after 
parliament takes judicial power is 
the guarantee that English remain 
an official language, along with 
Afrikaans. Afrikaans, derived from 
Dutch, It the language of the Boers 
who make up about 60 per cent of 
South Africa's white minority and 
dominate Malan's party. 


'Tension Growing 


Tension is growing as the bill 


proceeds through the house. Non- 
Whites—the suppressed majority 
of South Africa's population—have 
threatened nationwide disobedience 
of racial laws.' They already are 
barred from skilled jobs and their 
ownership of property Is restricted. 


Opposition Whites also are res- 


tive, especially in such English- 
speaking provinces as Natal.

"But Raven was standing beside 


a post of the gate. When the pris- 
oners grabbed^ him. he seized the 
post, held on. and by fighting and 
kicking managed to free himself. 
The post saved him, but General 
Dodd had nothing to cling to." 


The army said Dodd had been 


treated well by the Reds. He com- 
municated with guard posts out- 
side the barbed wire stockade by 
army field telephone and couriered 
messages. He received American 
food while the North Korean POWs 
ate their usual bewls of rice— 
both passed through from outside. 


Dodd relayed a Communist de- 


mand for 1,000 sheets of writing 
paper and a "hospital representa- 
tive." Brig. Gen. Charles F. Col- 
son, newly named prison camp 
commander succeeding Dodd, re- 
fused both. 


Instead, Colson demanded the 


Reds release Dodd forthwith. The 
North Koreans ignored the demand.

One of the bills would make a 15 


per cent boost in service-connected 
compensation for veterans, of all 
wars who are more than 50 per 
cent disabled and a five per cent 
boost for those less than 50 per 
cent. 


It also would increase pensions 


for non-service-connected disability 
to veterans of World Wars I and II 
and the Korean war by $3 a month. 


Similar pensions going.to veter- 


ans of the Civil war. Indian wars 
and Spanish-American war would 
be boosted seven and one-half per 
cent. 


Some increases 'also were in- 


cluded for widows of veterans. 


The second measure would raise 


the income limits above which 
payments cannot be made in non- 
service-connected disability 
and 


death pension cases. 


Present limits are $1,000 for a 


veteran without dependents or a 
widow without children and *2,500 


for a veteran with dependents or a 
widow with children. 


The new limits in 'the bill are 


$1,400 and $2,700 respectively.

Chicago School Teacher Has 
Plan for Legislative Voting 


CHICAGO—(AP) — A Chicago 


high school teacher, acting as a 
private citizen, haa come up with 
a plan whereby' each voter in Illi- 
nois would get equal representa- 
tion in the legislature with or with- 
out reapportionment. 


Robert H.^ Engle, a teacher of 


economics and business at Fenger 
High, thinks each state representa- 
tive should have as many votes in 
the general assembly as he receiv- 
ed when he was elected. 


If John Doe got 14,732 votes when 


. 3 was elected to the legislature, 
Doe would cast 14,732 votes on 
each issue while serving as repre- 
sentative. 


Stimulate Voting 


This plan, Engle said in an in- 


terview, would stimulate voting; 
would give voters more real repre- 
sentation in the assembly; and 
would even up the inequities of un- 
equal senatorial districts resulting 
from failure of the general assem- 
bly since 1901 to reapportion the 
districts according to population. 


Engle, who represents no group, 


said he is promoting his plan in 
the interests of good government. 


He hopes to see it enacted as an 
amendment to the state constitu- 
tion. • 


The constitution requires that 


Illinois be reapportioned every 10 
years into 51 senatorial districts 
of as near as practical equal pop- 
ulation. Three representatives are 
elected from each district, and 
each voter has three votes for 
representative. He may distribute 
them equally, one apiece to each 
of three candidates; h£ can give 
l^z votes to each of two candidates, 
or he can cast all three of his 
votes for one candidate. 


Can Withhold Votes 


"If he believes one of the .three 


to be undesirable," Engle said, 
"he can withhold all votes from 
that candidate and that representa- 
tive's votes in the general assemb- 
ly would carry no weight from this 
citizen" under Engle's plan. 


The proposal would eliminate 


population inequities now existing 
in the senatorial districts, Engle 
added. He said the population of 
the 25th district in northwest Chi- 
cago is more than 16 times that of 
the smallest 17th district, on Chi-

state are all in Chicago, Engle 
said. 


No Substitution 


The teacher said his amendment 


"is no substitute for reapportion- 
ment." 


"It would not affect the inequali- 


ties that would still persist in the 
senate," he remarked. "But for 
the House of Representatives, when 
each representative is voting the 
number of votes lie received when 
elected, the inequities of unequal 
senatorial districts will have been 
largely overcome. 


"There would in' effect, as far as 


the house is concerned', be a few 
and almost perfect reapportion- 
ment with every election."
